Peter a las et, plant introducer of the 
office of foreign seed and plant intro­ 
duction of the Unitea States Depart­ 
m ent of Agriculture, one of the m ost 
valuable and m ost interesting depart­ 
m ents of our national governm ent, has 
just left Riverside on his return to 
W ashington, D. C., after a visit to the 
section on h is annual tour of inspec­ 
tion of the propagating gardens of the 
departm ent and other 
parts 
of 
the 
country in which large experim ents 
are being made with trees and plants 
which have been imported. 
Riverside nas secured through this 
departm ent a large number of plants, 
shrubs and trees which are now being 
tested out. for their adaptability in 
this section. 
Very largely through the 
influence of C. M. Loring, som e 32,000 
plants of foreign 
im portation 
have 
been planted on Mt. Rubidoux by the 
Huntington Park association, and Mr. 
B isset, who exam ined them 
recently, 
savs that a large majority of them are 
doing well. 
They are selected for 
their' drought resisting qualities. 
Mr. B isset says that an average of

In that city they have a propagating 
garden of 300 acres, w ith large green 
houses, in Florida there are two other 
propagating farms, and in California 
one. 
This latter is at Chico, where 
i.iey have 85 acres. 
In explaining the w orkings of this 
foreign plant and seed 
distribution, 
the head of the departm ent said: 
“It is the desire of th e departm ent 
to introduce from 
foreign 
countries 
anything new or rare w hich w ill add 
to any crops w e now have or to im­ 
prove those already planted. 
“W e 
have 
agricultural 
explorers 
w,ho make trips to the old world and 
send to W ashington 
w hatever 
they 
find which they think w ill be of in­ 
terest or profit, in any section of this 
country. 
So we have secured from 
China, Manchuria and other places a 
lot of new trees and shrubs suitable 
for park purposes, and 
it is 
from 
these that we have sent a large collec­ 
tion to Mr. Loring for planting on Mt. 
Rubidoux, and are transform ing that 
whole mountain side. 
Mangoes and Nuts 
“W e have also sen t to t<hls neigh­ 
borhood some m ango trees from In­ 
dia, whic.i have been planted on the 
Eureka ranch of the Chases. 
“To Mr. Chase, too, w e have sent 
a large number of trees of the Queens­ 
land nut, an edible nut known as the 
‘M acadonio.’ 
This nut is round like 
a hickory nut, with a very sw eet ker­ 
nel, and entirely different from any­ 
thing you have here. 
The Tree Melon 
“Mr. Chase also has a number of 
plants commonly known in 
Mexico 
as the ‘tree m elon’ or ‘Carcia Papaya.’ 
T his plant bears fruit the size of a 
muskm elon on the stem of the plant, 
and is commonly used in the tropics 
for a breakfast fruit, 
and 
is 
*he 
source of ‘papain,’ of the drug trade. 
St. John’s Bread 
“W e are also m aking a test here of 
the ‘carob’ or ‘St. John’s bread’ tree— 
which bears the fruit on which John 
the Baptist is supposed to have lived 
in the wilderness. It is grown quite 
extensively in Portugal and Spain, for 
its fruit is quite nutritious, with a very 
high sugar content. 
It is used largely 
for stock food, sheep and cattie and 
hogs being very found of it. 
T his tree 
is especially adapted to the dry foot­ 
hills where nothing is now grown, and 
will in tim e he a source of consider­ 
able food for hogs and sheep. 
It is 
a legume, belonging to the bean fam­ 
ily, and produces a pod about 6 or 7 
inches long, an inch and a half in 
width and from a quarter to half an 
inch in thickness. 
It m akes a large 
spreading evergreen tree, attaining a 
height of thirty feet. 
Profitable OI I Nut 
“You also have grow ing here, just j 


outside the experim ental station fence, 
and on Fred Reed’s place, a num ber of 
plants of the Chinese wood oil nut. 
This is a tree that bears fruit about 
the size of a walnut, having from 4 to I 
8 kernels which contain about 25 per I 
cent of oil. 
“From th is nut is m anufactured the I 
Rung o il’ of China, of which w e a r e ! 
im porting at the present tim© from j 
five to six m illion gallons a year, w ith , 
a w holesale value of from 65 to 67; 
cen ts per gallon. 
This tree is grow- j 
ing w ell in Riverside and is doing es- 1 
pecially w ell in the gulf states, where I 
there have been planted 400 acres of j 
trees furnished by the D epartm ent of ] 
agriculture. 
In the very near future I 
we hope to be able to produce in this 
country our entire supply of this oil. 
“T his tree is not recom m ended in 
California as a crop for soils on which 
citrus crops or other more profitable1 
crops can be grown, as the best th a t! 
can be hoped from it is a return of j 
from $60 to $75 per acre. H owever, 
it com es from the Yanksie valley in 
China, w here it grows on the hill­ 
sides In a very dry and rather p oor• 
soil, and it can be started on your j 
dry foothills here if it is planted at 
the tim e of the w inter rains. 
It will 
w ithstand temperature of zero. 
It w ill 
bear a few nuts in the third year, 
and a full crop the fifth and sixth 
years. 
Chinese Persimmon 
‘•We are also m aking a test here of 
the C hinese persimmon, 
w hich 
was 
collected by Frank N. M eyer, in the 
Ming Tomb valley, near Pekin, China. 
T his persim m on yields a fruit about 
four and one-half inches in diam eter, 
seed less and with very little astring­ 
ency. # It is doing well here, and the 
specim ens planted should 
w ithin 
a 
year or tw o be bearing fruit. It com es 
into bearing the third or fourth year. 
Equals the Cranberry 
“A nother plant we are testin g out 
with every promise of su ccess here is 
the ‘Carissa Grandiflora’ from Africa, 
which bears a red fruit sim ilar in ev­ 
ery respect to the well known eastern 
cranberry and used as a substitute. 
The plants we have 
sent 
to 
Mr 
Chase are m aking an excellent grow tt 
I and w ill bear some iruit next year 
j They w ill undoubtedly be com m ercial 
; ly profitable here.’’

California Rice 
Mr. B isset made the rather start­ 
ling statem ent that there are 22,000 
; acres planted to rice this year, m ost 
of it in the neighborhood of Briggs, 
in the Sacram ento valley. 
The varie­ 
ty now planted, however, m atures so 
late that the crop is frequently caught 
by the rains and spoiled. 
“A new va­ 
riety has now been introrduced that 
can be harvested and stored before 
the rainy season starts,” says Mr. B is­ 
set, "and within a few years w e expect 
to have enough seed saved from this 
variety to plant 20,000 acres in this 
i state.

day. But if these roads be not prop­ 
erly maintained they will not last ten 
years, and our money will have been, 
in large measure, wasted. 
The Register does not feel compe­ 
tent or called upon to suggest in any 
detail Just what plan should be adopt­ 
ed for the maintenance of our good 
roads; but it does feel justified in ex­ 
pressing itself as to how' this tremend­ 
ously important work ought not to be 
attempted; for any attempt at main­ 
tenance under the present system of 
Supervisoral District direction of road 
overseers will be a failure. 
Not that 
the work would not be characterized 
by intelligence and 
integrity 
under 
the present county administration; not 
even that future administrations are 
not likely, or almost certain, to be 
good; but that the system is faulty 
apd inefficient.

Aid California Cotton Growers 
Im perial Valley cotton grow ers 
w ho 
th is 
y ear 
raised a crop of 60,000 bales w orth $3,000,000 w ill be 
aided by Los A ngeles banks. 
A national pool has 
been form ed for the purpose of aiding th e S o u th ern 
C otton Grow ers, th is pool or cotton loan fund to be 
raised am ong the banks of th e country agg reg atin g 
$135,000,000. 
Los A ngeles banks w ere appealed to 
by S ecretary McAdoo to subscribe to th is fund, th e 
appeal being m ade through th e Los A ngeles C learing 
H ouse A ssociation. 
In view th a t no provision is 
m ade in this pool to aid th e Im perial Valley cotton 
m en Los Angeles banks declined. 
P resid en t J. E. 
F ish b u rn of the C learing H ouse A ssociation said: 
“ No provision is m ade in th e general fund for th e 
aid of th e Im perial V alley grow ers, and they would 
have to be taken care of by our local banks, th ere ­ 
fore, it w as decided th a t we could not u n d ertak e 
to finance the Im perial g ro w ers’ needs and also sub­ 
scribe to the general fund.” 
It w as decided th a t Los A ngeles banks would 
raise a pool of $500,000 to aid the Im perial Valley. 
T his will raise the to tal am ount furnished the grow ­ 
e rs to around $1,000,000. 
T he pool will be in tru sted 
to th e clearing house com m ittee com posed of J. E. 
F ishburn, J. F. S artori, S toddard Jess, W. H. H olliday 
and J. A. Graves. 
T his com m ittee will m ake all of 
the arran g em en ts for the distrib u tio n of th e m oney 
through the various p arts of the valley w here it is 
m ost needed, and will have charge of the details 
of the m aking of the individual loans. 
T he m oney 
is to be loaned on w arehouse receipts given for co t­ 
ton stored in the w arehouses 
established 
larg ely 
through the in stru m en tality of the local bankers. T he 
ra te of in te rest has not a s y et been w orked out, 
b u t assurance is given th a t the ra te will be reaso n ­ 
able and far below the ra te now prevailing in Hie 
Im perial Valley. 


Gold Exports to Cease 
T he International C onference betw een Sir George 
P aish and Basil B. B lackett of the English T reasu ry 
and the U nited S tates F ed eral R eserve Board has 
been concluded. 
W ashington telegram s speaking of 
the resu lt of the conferences say: 
"T h e conferences here and in New York have 
brought tile conviction tiiat A m erican debts abroad 
will be adjusted through th e natural avenues of 
trade, and through the special m achinery already 
set up. 
The $100,000,000 gold pool, the New Y ork 
syndicate and the A m erican crops are expected to 
tak e care of the present A m erican indebtedness. 
No 
fu rth e r steps need be tak en for the p resen t to a r­ 
range for shipm ents of A m erican gold to Europe. 
“ Only one m atter rem ains to be adjusted. 
T here 
is still th e fear th a t if th e London Stock E xchange 
opens again for business, thousands of sh ares of 
A m erican securities will be on the m arket a t b a r­ 
gain prices bound to a ttra c t A m erican Investors. 
Such a dum ping of A m erican stocks would send the 
A m erican balance on the w rong side of the ledger 
sw inging up again to the point w here England m ight 
feel th a t she m ust ask for cash. 
It was suggested 
th a t the co-operation of A m erican bankers w'ould 
tend to m ake it hard for prospective buyers of such 
stocks to get loans here for th is purpose. 
“The Federal R eserve Board also may find a pow ­ 
erful lever in the currency act itself. 
It perm its 
any F ederal R eserve bank to discount notes, d rafts 
and bills of exchange of m em ber banks w here they 
are issued or draw n for ag ricu ltu ral, in dustrial or 
com m ercial purposes, or th e proceeds of w hich have 
been used or are to be used for such purposes. But 
th is definition, the law specifically states, "shall not 
include notes, d rafts or bills covering m erely in v est­ 
m ent securities, except bonds and notes of the Gov­ 
ern m en t of the U nited S ta te s.” A rm ed w ith th is pro­ 
vision, m em bers it is suggested, would be able to 
explain to custom ers w ho seek loans for stock-buying 
purposes th a t th eir paper will not be discounted by 
th e R eserve bank and consequently the m em ber bank 
m ust refuse. 


Beet Seed from Norway 
T en tons of su g ar beet seed is part of the cargo 
of the m otor boat, M alakka, which will arriv e in 
Los Angeles harbor, via th e P anam a Canal, on the 
12th inst. 
The consignm ent is from Melmo, N or­ 
way.

Im ports from E urope to Los Angeles are falling 
off as a result of th e w ar the custom s receipts a t 
th is port for O ctober boing only $32,384 com pared 
w ith $81,256 in O ctober, 1913, and $93,175 in O ctober, 
1912. 


Big Loan to Australia 
O ne hundred m illion dollars in the way of a loan 
is assured A ustralia, the B ritish G overnm ent advanc­ 
ing this am ount in tw o installm en ts of fifty m illion 
dollars each, and repayable in five years. 


German Oil Supply Short 
A ccording to advices from B russels the petrol and 
oil supply of the G erm an troops in central B elgium 
is about exhausted. 
T he supply is so short th a t oil 
is being issued only for th e largest how itzers. 
It is 
said th a t large q u an tities of oil and petrol seized 
w hen the G erm ans en tered B russels were shipped to 
G erm any and have not been returned. 


Great Gold Shipment 
T he larg est single shipm ent of gold ever m ad0 
by th e U nited S ta te s G overnm ent arrived in New 
Y ork W ednesday. 
It w as $25,000,000 in gold bullion, 
consigned to tlte U nited S ta te s sub-treasury and for­ 
w arded from the D enver m int. 
The shipm ent was 
in th ree special cars and was under heavy guard. 
T ile A m erican E xpress Com pany carried the treasu re. 


Citrus Preservative Discovered 
T hrough a discovery, w hich is said to be inexpen­ 
sive, Dr. C harles E. B urke of the U niversity of 
C alifornia’s d ep artm en t of chem istry, fluids of citru s 
fru its may be p reserved and retained as pure and 
w holesom e as when first draw n from those fruit*.

lecto r is advised th a t ship m en ts of b lanks should be 
received h ere ab o u t th e 15th inst., w hen collections 
of th e special tax es w ill begin. 
M eanw hile all th o se who a re su b ject to th e special 
taxes m ust keep a m em oranda of th e ir tran sa c tio n s 
so th a t when th e stam ps, w hich they are req u ired to 
use arriv e they can purchase th e am o u n t to cover 
tran sactio n s. 
T he stam p tax proper w ill becom e 
effective in D ecem ber. 
In connection w ith th is m a tte r A lb ert Searl, a 
prom inent broker and m em ber of th e Los A ngeles 
Stock E xchange w rites T he F inancial N ew s a s fol­ 
low s : 
“T hrough th e 
courtesy 
of 
C ongressm an W . D. 
S tephens of th is city, I have been able to procure 
an official copy of th e new W ar R evenue Law a s it 
finally passed and wras approved by th e P resid en t, 
and in order to rem ove doubt as to certain provi­ 
sions contained in th e new act, I desire to say th a t 
th e law affecting b ro k ers will be operative on and 
a fte r N ovem ber 1st, 1914, and th a t b ro k ers are 
taxed $30.00 per year, payable in advance.

C harged in an ind ictm en t re tu rn ed In th e U nited 
S tates Court, in N ew Y ork, w ith conspiracy w hich 
is alleged to have extended from July 2, 1890, the 
day th e Sherm an A nti tru st A ct becam e a law , until 
“th e day of th e finding and p resen tatio n of th is in­ 
d ictm en t” tw enty-one d irecto rs or form er d irecto rs 
of th e New York, New H aven and H artford railroad 
m ust answ er th e Court. 
C rim inal conspiracy is the 
charge. Joined to th ese tw enty-one a re th e nam es of 
forty-five m ore m en, also directors or fo rm er d irec­ 
tors, who are designated as co-conspirators,” but they 
are not indicted. 
As sum m ed up, th e m en indicted and th o se c h a r­ 
acterized are charged w ith a conspiracy w hereby 
they obtained a m onopoly of practically all th e land 
and w ater tran sp o rta tio n facilities of N ew E ngland 
and stifled all com petition. 
In the d etails o f th e 
indictm ent a conspiracy is alleged in referen ce to 
the purchase of every line of any kind since th e 
earlie st date and th a t takes in about 160 com panies. 
The men indicted include som e of the rich est m en 
in tile U nited S tates. 
T hose indicted a re:

co nspirators.” 
The Indictm ent read s: 


“Said conspirators were to induce and com pd such 
sales of capital stock, such leasing or properties and 
facilities, and such making of contracts and working ar­ 
rangements. and such engaging in combination by using 
and threatening to use the advantage possessed by said 
New Haven Company and the accumulation of power 
arising from the control of some of the said other com ­ 
mon carriers, to grasp tile commerce rightfully and nor­ 
mally belonging to said other and remaining common 
tarriers and to drive such other common carriers out 
of such commerce, except as they might engage in it 
in combination with and sub-ordination to said New 
H avfcn Company." 
It is understood th a t probably the first step s tak en 
by the indicted m en will be to e n te r d e m u rre rs 
ag ain st the indictm ent, follow ing w hich a long and 
b itte r legal b attle will follow to keep th e defendants, 
who include som e of th e forem ost financiers and ra il­ 
road men in the U nited S tates, from th e stigm a 
of a conviction. 
B ecause of th e prom inence of the 
defendants and the Issues at stake. It is ag reed th a t 
in the issue now joined will com e th e suprem e te st 
of th e crim inal clause, or section tw o of th e S herm an 
an ti-tru st law, violation of which by th e tw enty-one 
defendants has resu lted in th eir indictm ent. 


On W ednesday eleven of th e tw enty-one m en In­ 
dicted appeared in the U nited S tates C ourt of New 
York and entered pleas of not guilty. 
T en ap p eared 
personally and each was released u n d er a bond of 
$5000, and given u ntil N ovem ber 25 to m ake any 
m otion th at m ight he deem ed necessary by counsel. 
Edw ard D. Robbins, form erly counsel for th e New 
H aven, who w as also indicted, reserved th e rig h t to 
en ter at a la te r date a “plea in b a r” in w hich he 
m ight claim im m unity. 


Crime to Plant Cotton 
Gov. Cole Blease of South C arolina has signed th e 
cotton acreage reduction bill, passed a t a special 
session of the South C arolina L egislature, w hich 
provides th a t not m ore than one-third of th e land 
cultivated in South C arolina in 1915 shall be planted 
in cotton.
